HONKOW,  China,  Nov.  14-^-t  The 
Yangtse  valley  is  again  ablaze  with 
civil  war,  with  the  important  inland* 
commercial  city  of  Honkow  once  more 
the  scene  of  the  disorders. 

The  Nanking  nationalists  are  agaip 
making  a bid  for  the  whole  Yangtse 
valley,  the  front  columns  of  their 
army  are  only  IS  miles  from  Honkow. 
Meanwhile  in  the  city  of  Honkow 
general  disorder  reigns  as  a (result  of 
the  flight  of  the  military  director,  Gen 
eral  Tang  Seng-Chi.  The  unpaid 
army  is  burning  and  looting  the  city. 
Several  of  the  prominent  members 
of  the  staff  of  the  run  away  general 
are  making  strenuous,  efforts  to  re- 
organize the  army,  but  so  far  without 
results. 

According  to  word  issued  today  by 
Colonel  John  T.  Exton,  chief  of  the 
chaplains’  corps  of  the  U.  S.  army, 
our  fighting  force  is.  entirely  free  from 
religious  strife.  He  said  as  a general 
rule  soldiers  do  not  dicker  over  re 
ligion.  Beside  this  jact  there  are: 
chaplains  of  twenty-eight  denomina- 
tions holding  positions  in  the  arm 
This  gives  the  soldier  ample  oppor- 
tunity for  religious  freedom. 

The  question  of  capital  punishment 
which  has  received  so  much  discus- 
sion in  America  is  now  drawing  fire 
in  Europe.  The  French  newspapers 
are  now  conducting  a campaign  again- 
st further  use  of  the  guillotine.  The 
instrument  which  has  ridded  France 
of  its  criminals  is  about  to  be  exiled. 
French  people  object  to  neck  clipping 
in  the  name  of  the  governpient.

^reat  ideas  in  education,  at  devotion- 
al Monday  morning.  He*  said  every 
great  age  was  largely  controlled  by 
some  dominent  idea  or  ideal.  Educa- 
tion today  has  three  of  them. 

The  first  is  that  every  person  shall 
be  able  to  live  his  life  fo  its  maxi- 
mum . possibility.  One  gets  benefits 
from  life  in  proportion  to  one’s  re- 
sponse to  the  universe  and  its  offer- 
ings. Secbnd,  the  one  source  of 
authority  is  the  light  of  truth,  result- 
ing from  scientific  res*earch.  Truth,' 
thus  gained,  has  crushed  idols  in  all 
fields  and  will  yet  be  the  great  friend 
of  religion,  the  speaker  said.  Third, 
No  progress  shall  result  save  by  in- 
dividual effort  and  application.  Prof. 
Woodward  pointed  out  that  upomthese 
three  pillars,  education  shall  build  a 
civilization  greater  and  more  marvel- 
ous than  before.

TANNER  RECEIVES  NOTE 


German  Professor  Interested; 
Mak^s  Comments 


In  the  last  number  of  the  Entomol- 
ogische  Mitteilungen,  the  leading 
German  entomological  publication,  is 
a lengthy  review  of  Dr.  Vasco  M. 
Tanner’s  recent  paper  on  the  Genitalia, 
of  Female  Coleoptera,  by  Dr.  Walther 
Horn  of  Berlin.  Dr.  Horn  is  a world- 
known  authority  on  the  Coleoptera, 
having  spent  years  traveling  in  all 
parts  of  thd  world  collecting  and 
studying  this  group  o£  insects.  Dr. 
Horn  is  impressed  with  the  accuracy 
of  the  work  .and  clearly  agrees  with 
the  point  of  view  as  expounded  b.y 
Dr.  Tanner.  Two  pages  are  devot- 
ed to  a discussion  of  the  paper,  which 
he  compare^  with  such  contributions 
as:  jjharp  and  Muir— Genitalia  of 
Male  Coleoptera;  V.  E.  Shelford — The 
Elytra  of  Beetles;  Stickney,  The 
Head  Capsule  of  Coleoptera;  and 
Frey — The  Mouth -Parts  of  Insects.

Prof.  T.  Earl  Pardoe,  speaker  of 
the  occasion,  stirred  the  students  to 
patriotism  and  loyalty  for  country 
and  school.  He  urged  that  what  the 
boys  at  the  front  had  fought  and  died 
for  be  appreciated  and  that  their 
ideals  of  freedom  be  realized.  The 
speaker  told  of  the  mothers  decorat- 
ing the  unknown  soldier’s  grave, 
hopeful  in  the  possibility  of  their  own 
son  lying  there. 

The  chorus  of  nearly  sixty  members 
was  accompanied  throughout  by 
either  the  orchestra  or  the  brass  choir.
